Indianapolis Sufferg an Awful Cal- 
amity This Morning. 


Destruction by Fire of a Surgical and 
Medical Institute, 


SEVENTEEN PATIENTS KILLED AND A 
SCORE 4NJURED. 


Helpless Inmates Awakened at Midnight 
to Find Themselves Surrounded by 
Fiames—Many Leap From the Win- 
dows to Certain Death—Prompt Work 
of Rescuers Saves Numerous Lives— 
Noble Instances of Self-Sacrifice—List 
of Casualties, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 22.—At least nine- 


teen dead and a score or more of injured, 
most of them fatally,is the result of a fire in 
the Indiana Surgical Institute at this place 
last night. Thus far sixteen bodies have 
been taken from the ruins and it is more than 
likely that the remains of many move of the 
inmates of the institution are buried under 
the charred timbers. It i impossible at this 
writing to secure the names ofali the dead, 
as most of the bodies that Nave been taken 
out so far are Durned beyond recognition. A 
terrible responsibility rests upon the Owners 
of the Institute. It was a veritable death 
trap. The halls were narrow and there were 
no proper exits to be used in case of fire. 
The surgical institute, a large four-story 
brick butlamg, was located atthe corner of 
south Unnots and Georgia streets, 
frontage of 100 feet on Liligois street and 150 
feet on Georgia street. “Immediately in the 
rear was another four-story building. which 
contained the offices and dining-rooms, 
while onthe third and fourth floors were 
wards A, Band C, devoted to the care of 
womer and children. The fire was discov- 
ered at midnight and three alarms brought 
out the entire department. a 

When the Fire Department arrived the 
windows were full of screaming, moaning 
cripples, and the scene was a horror. The 
work of rescue was begunat once with lad- 
dersand the inmates were removed with 
great rapidity. N 

LEAPS TO DEATA. 

Without waiting for ladders to run up, the 
desperate inmates Jumped from the windows 
or huddled together upon the fre escapes, but 
the names cut off this descent at the second 
story and here they threw them 
selve to the ground. Mrs. Gale ot Madison, 
this State, jumpedfrom the third story 
Window witha chjld in her arms and was 
fatally hurt, but the child escaped infury. 
Miss Nellie Mason of Walworth County, 
Wis., also Jumped from a third story window 
and was 60 badly bruised that 
she will dle. All who jumped 
from the fire escape and from the 
windows were placed in ambulances and 
taken to the city hospital. By this time a 
large crowd of citizens had assembled, and 
many of them, disregarding the danger, 
rushed intothe bullding and passed through 
the smoke and flames from room to room in 
the work of rescue. The children were 
brought out into the cold atr without any- 
thing around them, but adjoining blocks 
were thrown open to them, ana they were 
made as comfortable as possible considering 
thelr number and the hurried manner of 
their arrival. 

PROMPT RESCUE. 

For an hour the police and firemen went 
from room to room, ran up Adders where it 
was impossible to enter from the halis and 
continued the work of rescue. A fireman 
wouldentera room and hand out three or 
jour of the little ones toother firemen upon 
the ladder, and many citizens came out from 
the bullding carrying three or four children 
on thelr backs and in thelr arms.

Vin- 
cent’s Hospital where, after examination, 
his condition was pronounced very critical. 

At the restaurant of A. J. Griffith, directly 
west from the institute, the scene was terri- 
bie. The poorunfortunates were standing, 
sitting,lying on the counters and tables, hud- 
died in groups on the floor, their pale faces 
staring and their eyes turning listlessly in 
different directions. Some of them appeared 
dazed, as if scarcely realizing what had hap- 
— The room was K over fifty 
nmates being gounted. hey varied in age 
from old men and women down to the mere 
babes. Some few appeared cheerful and 
were laughing and talking among them- 
selves. Some were greatly concerned about 
their trunks and clothes, and numerous in- 
quiries were made ofthe police and attend- 
ants whether their clothing and personal 
effects were saved.

Wasuincrox, D. C.,, Jan. 22.—Associate 
Justice Joseph PF. Bradley of the United 
States Supreme Court, died at his residence 
on I. street near New Jersey avenue in this 
city at 6:15 o’clock this morning. His death 
was not unexpected, as it has been Known 
for some months past that the distinguished 
jurist was far from being a well man, an at- 
tack of the grip last spring hav- 
ing left him in a much debilitated 
condition from which he seemed unable to 
rally during the summer months. His 
trouble began again in November, when he

caught a slight cold which, coupled with his 
enfeebied condition, made great inroads 
into his strength, and during the greater 
part of the present term of the Supreme 
Court he was unable to be present at its 
dafly sessions. It was only about a week 
ago, however, that his health became such 
as to seriousiy alarm his family and 
friends, though it was not expected that 
any fatal results would follow so 
soon as they did. Every effort was made by 
his three attending physicians to restore his 
health and strength, bat cold, damp weather, 
together with declining years, which in a 
great measure retarded any progress toward 
recovery proved too great a strain for his 
system to overcome a ath resulted. Two 
days ago he rallied a was thought might 
shake off his sickness, but yesterday it was 
noticed that he was sinking fast and the end 
drawing near. Up tos a. m. this morning he 
had been perfectly conscious at all times and 
hts mind was clear and bright. 


The funeral arrangements in accordance 
with Justice Bradley’s wishes will be quiet. 
Private services will be held at his late rest 
dence, Sunday afternoon, and the remains 
will then be taken to Newark, N. J., where 
the interment will take place Monday after- 
noon. The Supreme Court adjourned imme 
diately after assembling until Tuesday next, 
the Chief Justice announcing the loss which 
had been sustained by the court and 
the country. Joseph P. Bradley was nearly

79 years of age, having been born at Berne, 


N. T., in 1818. His great grandfather and 
grandfather served in the Revolutionary 
War and the war of 1812 respectively. He was 
reared on a farm, taught school, was gradu- 
ated from Rutger’s College, studied 
law and for many years was counsel 
for the principal railroad and 
insurance companies of New Jersey. He was 
a staunch Union man, and with Justice 
Strong was. appointed Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, Feb. 7. 1870. He was 
a member of the Electoral Commission in 
1876. His best known opinions were written 
in the legal tender, slaughter-house and civil 
rights cases. 
‘he Supreme Court-room was d ed in 
black this morning. Chief Justice Fuller at 
noon called the court toorderand in sad 
tones announced the death of Justice Brad- 


ley andthatthe court would adjourn until 


Tuesday. The meeting of the Cabinet also 
adjourned out of respect for the memory of 
the dead jurist. 


HIS LIFE WORK, 


CHIEF INCIDENTS IN THE CAREER OF THE EMI- 
NENT JURIST. 

Joseph P. Bradley was born in Berne, Al- 
County, N. T., March 14, 1813. He was 

of English descent, his earliest ancestors in 
the United States being Francis Bradley, a 
member of Gov. Eaton’s family in New 
Haven, Conn., in 1630, Joseph's father was a 
farmer, but hada library containing histori- 
caland matbematical works. Joseph was 
the eldest of eleven children and worked on 


the farm until he reached the age of 16. His 
opportunities for obtaining an education 
consisted principally in hig attendance three 
or four months in each year at. a country 
school when he was between the ages of 5 and 
14, but he made constant use of his father’s 
library and kis attainments must have been 
considerable. He taught a count school 
every winter from his 16th year till his 2ist. 
His love of study attracted the attention of 
the village clergyman, who offered to prepare 
him for college. He according! entered 
Rutgers and was duated in 1836, being un- 
usually distinguished in mathematics.. 

In 1889 he was admitted to the bar and in 
1840 opened an ce in Newark, N. J., where 
he continued to practice until his appoint- 
ment to the supreme bench thirty years after. 
He was remarkably successful in his profes: 
sional career. In 1860 he argued the cele-

INSANE ON HIS TRAIN. 


A Railway Conductor Czazed by Grip 
While on Duty. 

New YorK, Jan. 22.—There was an exciting 
scene on train No, 44 of the Oyster Bay 
Branch of the Long Island Railway during 
the last run made by Conductor James Van 
Nostrand, 

Van Nostrand’s train left Jamaica at 7:28 
Pp. m. Just as the train started out he com- 
plained to Brakeman Valentine of. severe 
pains in hig head. Before starting through 
the train totake up tickets he announced to 
| Valentine that he intended to send the train 
to eternal smash and then kill himself. The 
brakeman followed him through the train. 


When about half way through Van Nostrand 
became greatly excited and began te abuse 
the passengers. He collected all the tickets, 
all the while mumbling to himself that the 
train must be wrecked. 

Van Nostrand attempted to step out on the 
rear platform of the last car, but the brake- 
man, who had followed him all the way — 
suaded him to return to the caboose. There 
Van Nostrand closed the door and soundly 
berated Valentine for insubordination. He 
accused Valentine of trying to have him dis- 
charged and spying upon his movements. 
Valentine quieted him as much as possible. 

When the train passed Queens Van Nos- 
trand stepped tothe sliding door in the side 
of the caboose and, pushing it open, at- 
tempted to jump from the moving train. 
Valentine, who had kept close to him, quickly 
seized him and threw him upon the floor. 
Then commenced a furious struggle, which 
lasted twenty minutes until the train reached 
Mineola. Van Nostrand is a medium-sized, 
Slightly built man and not very strong, but 
under the tremenduous excitement of his 
iliness he displayed wonderful strength. He 
jumped to nis feet, and before Valentine 
could close the door he grabbed him by the 
neck and attempted to choke him, Valen- 
tine, who is a tall, strong young man, 
wrestied with him. 

Again and again they fell to the floor. Van 
Nostrand forced Vaientine against the side 
of thecar. Once while the fight was at its 
height Van Nostrand succeeded in loosening 
Valentine’s hold.and sprang to the door, but 
Valentine was upon him in a minute and, 
catching him about the waist clung to him 
with an energy born of desperation, until 
the train arrived at Mineola, when his posi- 
tion was discovered by one of the passengers 
and a number of gentlemen came to his aid.

Minister Montt Suggests That Egan 
Be Recalled. 


HARRISON DETERMINED TO STAND BY 
HIS REPRESENTATIVE. 


No Change Will Be Made Now—Full Text 
of the “Offensive Note“ Written by 
the Chilian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
— The President Finds New Friends— 
Possible Arbitration. : 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan, 22.—The latest 
phase of the Chiuan question is the reported 
request of the Ohillian Government for the 
recall of the representative of the United 
States in that country, Minister Patrick 
Egan. It ean hardly be said that a request 
for Egan’s recall has been made. 
is no doubt that a suggestion of this tenor 
has been made to Mr. Blaine by Minister 
Montt. 

Just what the ultimate design Chili has in 
making this move can. only be conjectured. 
It is possible that knowing Mr. Eagan’s un- 
popularity in the United States it has put 
forth the suggestion through Senor Montt, 
hoping that public sentiment would force 
President Harrison to adopt it. This being 
done sixty or ninety days would necessarily 
elapse before his successor could reach San- 
tla go, and thus a delay of several months in 
the settlement of the Valparaiso Incident 
might be effected. This is the only reason- 
able theory so far advanced. 

It can be said that under no circumstances 
will Mr. Egan be recalled while the relations 
between the United States and Chili are 
strained as at present. President Harrison 
is entirely satisfied with Mr. Egan’s course 
as our representative and has stated this 
repeatedly in private conversation. 7 


It is said that at the Cabinet meeting to- 

day it was practically decided to submit the 
matter to Congress early next week in order

a course would not in itself indicate the 
termination of diplomatic negotiations for

HARRISON’S FRIENDS. 


ONE OF THE PECULIAR PHASES OF THE CHILIAN, 


CONTROVERSY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.—A Southern 
Congressman calls attention to one peculiar 
phase of the Chillan controversy. This is 
that President Harrison has counseled more 
with Democratic Congressmen from the 
South with regard to his course than with 
his Republican friends. 
proceeded largely from necessity. He has 
no friends on the Republican side of the 
House. The leaders there are ali opposed to 
him, and in this business all suspect him of 
self-seeking. Reed hates the President fully 
as much as he does Mr. Blaine. No Demo- 
crat would regret more sorely seeing the 
President re-elected than would the ex-

While in Congress alone is vested the power 
to declare war, the President, may, by an 
adroit use of his opportunity, force to some 
extent the band of gress.

A NUMBER OF ADDITIONAL CASES OF DESTITU- 
TION REPORTED. 


The police reports show that there is a 
great amount of destitution in the city. New 
cases are being reported by the score. As it 
frequentiy happens, however, that a case 
which at first seems most sad and deserving, 
turns out on fuller examination to be un- 
worthy of aid, the location of the cases re- 
ported are withheld, so that they can be

Senator Teller of Colorado was called into 
conference with the President and other 
leaders and anticipated in a measure the 
Democratic programme by introducing his 
resolution of Jan. 11, expressing the opinion 
of Congress in favor ofa conference. The 
action of the administration may have been 
hurried a little by the disclosure of the Dem- 
ocratic programme, but it was a purpose 
which the President had had in mind all sum- 
mer. He has often said to Senators and 
Representatives who have called upon him 
that nothing would give him greater pleasure 
than to see stflver restored during his admin- 
instration toits positionasa money metal, 
but that he wanted to restore it in such a 
way as to secure ah honest bimetalism and 
not silver monometalism. 

The letter of instructions to Minister Lin- 
coln was dispatched fromthe State Depart- 
ment, but the facts embodied in it were 
prepared by Secretary Foster. Secretary

The examination of the City Collector’s 
records is no longer necessary to prove the 
truth of the Post-DiIsPatTcH’s charge that 
Czar ZIEGENHEIN has permitted a large 
number of saloon-keepers to run their 
saloons in violation of the law and cheat 
the city out ofits revenue. It was fully 
proved when the Collector’s deputies went 
into the police courts yesterday and made 
forty cases against delinquent saloon- 
keepers. 

When the Post-DisPATCH attempted to 

obtain official information concerning 
saloon licenses ZIEGENHEIN assumed the 
attitude of a Czarand refused to allow the 
records of his office to be inspected. He 
treated the evidence outside of the records 
with contempt and sneered at the right of 
the people to know how one of their offices 
was conducted. The Council resolution 
to investigate his office wrought a sudden 
change in his czarship. He has descended 
from his pedestal with ludicrous haste and 
is now scrambling with panic-stricken 
eagerness to straighten his records so that 
they will bear official inspection. 

His conduct is a confession of wrong- 
doing. It is a complete vindication of the 
Post-DIsPATCH’s crusade against the un- 
licensed saloons and a convincing proof 
of the truth of its charges against the 
Ziegenhein administration of the Collec- 
tor’s office with reference to the protection 
of law-breaking saloon-keepers.

‘THE LICENSE PETITION BEPORTED BY 


‘ZIEGENHIEN AS “LOST.” 


How Graff’s Saloon at No. 4100 Olive 
Street Was Established in the Face of 
an Injunction Issued by Judge With- 
row—Its License Was Granted and 
Ztegenliein Then Withheld the Record 
From Protesting Tax-Payers. 


The Council investigation of the dramshop 
license department of City Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s office promises to be peculiarity inter- 
esting and significant. Especially to certain 
great numbers of reputable, tax-paying citi- 
zens of St. Louis will the investigation be full 
of interest because itis afact thatso far 
Czar Ziegenhein has succeededin keeping 
the records hermetically sealed from the 
public eye. With dramshiop license 
petitions **boxed up and stored 
away in the cellar,’’ and with 
Collector Ziegenhein refusing to give out any 
figures of the work ofthat department, in- 
trenching himself betiind a city ordinance, 
which tn reality had no bearing on the case 
in point, it has heretofome been a hopeless 
task to obtain any official data upon which to 
judge Czar Ziegenhein’s administration of 
the affairs of that department. The Council 


investigation promises to beat down Coilec- 
tor Ziegenhein’s autocratic objection to giv- 
Pn out those factsand figures which right- 
fully belong to th® public, aud it is for that 
reason the public is now so deeply interested 
in the Council investigation. 

The PostT-DISPATCH forced the issue on this 

vestion with Czar Ziegenhein. It forced 
that official mto a position, ‘where, with 
neither law nor precedent to sustain him, 
the Collector has only demonstrated the fact 
that for some reason he dreads any pub- 
licity being made of his management of the 
public duty of collecting the liquor licenses 
due the city of St. Louis. But the Posr- Dis- 
PATCH was not alone in its efforts to secure 
dramshop license figures from Czar Ziégen- 
hein. Certain citizens of St. Louis Dave put 
forth similar efforts and there are some 
strangeand significant incidents connected 
with those attempts, all ot which were well 
within the rights of citizensto make. The 
story of one instance of this nature will 
prove somewhat startling to the public 
awaiting the result of the Council investiga- 
tion. 

A DISREGARDED INJUNOCTIION. 

There is a saloon now — business in St. 
Louis over which — vainly the forbidding 
one of a perpetual injunction, issued by 

udge Withrow ofthe Circuit Court. The in- 
junction was issued on proof that the pe- 
tition for a chen poe § license to be issued to 
the proprietor of that saloon fell far short of 
the necessary number of signatures to war- 
rantthe granting of a license. Yet, in the 
very face of the ifjunction the license was 
issued. Curious to see the petition upon 
which the Collector's contempt for the Cir- 
cuit Court was thus shown, demand was 
made upon Czar Ziegenhein to produce that 
official document. o this demand the fol- 
lowing remarkable reply was made: 

The petition has been lost, said Czar 
Ziegenhein calmly. It has been misilaid in 
some way. But it was all right, and the 
saloon will keep open. 

The saloon has kept open for three years 
now, and if, durin« those three years it has 
regularly, each July, filed a new petition for 
a renewal of its license the majority of as- 
sessed tax-payers of the block wherein the 
omen is situated have no knowledge of that 

act. 

The saloon in questionis that kept by John 
L. Graff, and located at No. 4100 Olive street. 
There is nothing to be said against the saloon 
except that a large majority of the tax-pay- 
ing citizens of that block did not want it 
there, and that therefore it could not have 
been fegally established there. The pétition 
for its license was filed Feb. 21, 1889, and pur 

rted to be signed by nineteen tax: payers of 

hat block, which then contained at most 
thirty ass tax-payers. The op ents 
of the saloon established the fact that not 
twelve signers of the petition were assessed 
tax payers of that c ity block, No. 3911, and 
they therefore protested a ainst the granting 
of the license. This ition of affairs was

Sexton. Fearing that the

Persons Killed at Railroad Crossings in 
Six Months, 


OVER THIRTY LIVES SACRIFICED FOR 


WANT OF PROPER SAFEGUARDS. 


The Economy of the Railroad Oompanies 
Causing Frightéul Penalty on the FPub- 
lio— A Showing Which Speake Volumes 

„tor the Necesaity of Railroad Guards 
and Watchmen at Crossings. 


It is a claim always made by railroad of- 
ficials that more people are killed every year 
by falling out of windows than are killed by 
rafiroads. Such may be the fact in some 
localities where the railroads are guarded 
and the windows are not, but it certainly 


does not apply to St. Louis, where the rafl- | 


roads are scarcely guarded at all and the 
people seem intelligent enough not to fall out 
of windows with any frequency. 

The death roll of 1891 in the Coroner's office 
shows aterrible array of casualties on the 
various railroads coming intothe city. Peo- 
ple run over, no one knows how, people over- 
taken by locomotives and run down and 
people who were in the employ of the com- 
panies and killed while discharging their du- 
ties. The whole horrible list of crushing and 
mangling is topped off by the wholesale EM- 
ing at the Wabash crossing on the 19th of this 
month, before the new year had fair 
started, beginning the list with eight and 
possibly more people killed at one time. 

That nearly all the blame rests with the 
railroads there can be no doubt. Lax regu- 
lations and cheap safeguards are the causes, 
Watchmen kept only at places where the 
crossings are likely to turn up accidents 
which would cost more for damages than 
the pay of the watchman. Crossings and 
stationsthere are where no one is Kept to 
guide the people or warn them of approach- 
ing trains. Strangers unfamiliar with the 
crossings and stations must learn for them- 
selves or get run over, as the railroads do 
not care to go to the expense of Keeping 
watchmen and station men enough to attend 
to these matters. 

So the accidents accumulate and people 
are killed almost every week. The rafiroads 
become very active investigators until they 
learn that they will be able to escape respon.- 
sibility by legal technicalities, then they re- 
lapse into their careless attitude again and 
go on as before, adding nothing in the way of 
precautions. : 

The lists will speak for themselves and for 
the last six monthsin the year show a hid- 
eus collection of fatalities.

thorough manner. St. Louis boasts loudly ot 
her sanitary regulations, boasts of her course 
inabating nuisances, contemplates crejya:. 
ing garbage, but leaves absolutely negiectog 
a much more vital sanitary regulation, the 
inspection of milk, which forms part of the 
daily food of 500,000 inhabitants.

The three-story buflding at 507 Spruce 
street has been rented and the first floor 
fitted upasachapel. Thesix rooms on the 
two upper floors will be furnished as soon as 
possibie and a matron will de pieced in 
charge who will be always in the building, 
ready to counsel and help the 
poor creatures whom the mission 
is intended to restore. Meetings will 
be heldevery night, and it is the intention 
to have a foree to go out on the streets in that 
locality In the nighttime. Fallen women de- 
ring to leave the life they lead will be 
harbored in the home and secured respect- 
able employment.

Commissioner Osgood Urges St. Louis 
Merchants to Take Advantage of It. 


REDUCED FREIGHT RATES TO MEXICO BY 
THE TAMPICO ROUTE. 


Action Deferred by the Southwestern A 
’ gooiation Until the Tampico Schedule 
Is Completed—The All-Rail Bate to Be 
 ‘Reduced—Trans-Missouri Association’s 
Jurisdiction Discussed. 

Traffic Commissioner OsZood was feeling 
very good this morning over the result of 
yesterday’s conference between a number of 
St. Louis merchantsapa the representatives 
of the new Tampico route to Mexico, the lat - 
ter having not only agreed to give the mer- 
chants a very low rate to Mexico at some fu- 
ture time, but having made the rate right 
thenand thereto take effect immediately. 
As soon as the meeting was over 
Traffic Commissioner Osgood issued a circu- 
lar letter notifying St. Louis shippers that 
the next Mobile steamer to Tampico will 
leave Mohlle on or about Feb. 10, which will 
give St. Louis merchants an opportunity to 
communicate with their Mexican customers 
and fill their orders for this steamer. Mr. 
Osgood says in his letter that th@representa- 
tives of the Tampico line have given substan- 
tial evidence of their desire and intention to 
afford St. Louis merchants much needed re- 
Het in their competition for Mexican trade as 
against the competition from the Eastern 
sa board. Further conference with 
thé representatives of this route for 
the purpose of extending the range 
of rates to apply on Mexican 
business are to be held in the near future. 
St. Louls shippers should be able todoa 
largely increased amount of business on the 
basis of the arrangements already made and 
members of the Traffic Association are there- 
fore asked to direct the attention of non- 
members to the new conditions.

To-Morrow Night’s Athletic Contests at 
Armory Hall 


SKETCHES OF SOME PROMINENT ATH- 
LETES WHO WILL PARTICIPATE. 


The Schaefer-Slosson Billiard Match To- 
Night—Siddons Knocks Out Tommy 
Warren — The Entries for the St. 
Louis Jockey Club Meeting Unprece- 
dentedly Large. 


The inauguration of indoor athletic games 
in St. Louis will take place to-morrow even- 
ing at the Armory, under the auspices of the 
Missouri Bicycle and Athletic Club. The lov- 
ers and patrons of athletic sports in St. Louls 
have witnessed a diversity of athletic enter- 
tainment, but it remains for the Missouri 
Bicycle and Athletic Club to take the initia- 
tive in presenting to the local public athletic 
sports under a roof. 

The Armory Hall is admirably adapted for 
such an athletic feature as this, and the seat- 
ing accommodations will be well arranged. 
The programme is rich in variety, compris 
ing seven handicap and four scratch events, 
rounded off with a tug-of-war contest. Gold 
medals will adorn the breasts of the winners 
ofeach event. The performers will not only 
be well costumed, but upon their muscular 
forms will be worn some of the most attract- 
ive and prettiest racing costumes ever seen 
inst. Louis. While the spirit of emulation is 
strongly marked in the competitions, the 
feeling for handsome appearances is equally 


as strong. 

The entries are not confined to the local 
athietic clubs and turn vereins, but repre- 
sentatives from Chicago, Cincinnati, Evans 
ville, Belleville and the State University of 
Columbia, Mo., will be here to compete.
